Atlanta, Ga., July •.—W ith an a t­ 
tendance estim ated at 5000 and dele­ 
gates representing almost every section 
of the United States and Canada, tho 
thirteenth annual convention of the I n ­ 
ternational B aptist Young People's u n ­ 
ion was called to order in this city for 
a four days' session by President Jt>hn 
H. C hapm an of Chicago. 
The opening 
session of tho convention Was preceded 
by a praise service, which was led by 
a grand chorus of 600 voices. The del­ 
egates to tho convention were welcom­ 
ed by G overnor Terrell on behalf of 
the state M ayor Howell on behalf of 
A tlanta and form er Governor Northen 
on behalf of the Georgia B aptist Young 
People’s Union. Em ory W. Hunt, pres­ 
ident of Denison university, Granville, 
O., responded to the address of wel­ 
come on behalf of the board of m a n ­ 
agers of the International Union. 
The first session of the convention 
w as devoted principally to the appoint­ 
m ent of various committees and gen­ 
eral routine work and organization of 
the convention body.

Service.”

LOUBET LEAVES LONDON. 


Goth Thar*

Cheered by Thousand* of People. 
London, July *.—The visit of Presi­ 
dent Loubet 
to 
London 
has 
been 
brought to a close. 
The French chief 
m agistrate left Victoria 
station 
for 
Dover. 
The scenes and Incidents of 
his departure testified to how the re­ 
publican president, by his unassum ing 
dignity and cordial sincerity, captured 
all classes and won that popular good 
will which sovereigns have been unable 
lo achieve. Despite the earliness of his 
departure crowds lined the route from 
St. Jam es' palace to the railw ay sta-* 
tlon and British "h u rra h s” and French 
"vive Loubet" re-et hoed 
through 
the 
streets until the president entered the 
station. 
Here the nation's guest was 
met by the king. Brince of Wales, Duke 
of Connaught, Lord Landsdowne, P re ­ 
mier Balfour, other ministers, members 
of the French embassy and a crowd of 
m ilitary and other officials. 
As 
M. 
I.oubet’s carriage Brew up King E d ­ 
ward advanced with outstretched hand 
and. tak in g the president 
familiarly 
by th e arm, led him through the w ait­ 
ing room to the royal car. A i r a few 
m om ents the king and president stood 
talking with much animation.

E dw ard grasped 
M. 
Loubet's right 
hand 
with 
extrem e cordiality, 
while 
with hts left hand he patted the presi­ 
dent on the .shoulder. Official an well as 
well aa a m ateu r artists were to be seen 
In all directions B e d u n g snapshots of 
the striking scene. \. ith renewed h a n d ­ 
shaking. his m ajesty showed the pres­ 
ident into the royal car and stood c h at­ 
ting with him until the train pulled out 
amid cheers and shouts of "vive Lou­

Death o f an Axed an Honored C itiie n of 


B ry a n Y e s te rd a y. 


The life of Dr. W . H. Willson 
passed away at his home in Bryan 
yestefday morning after a very brief 
illness, 
though on account of ad­ 
vanced age and infirmity he has not 
been in good health for some time, 
yet he w a s able to be up and about 
only twenty-four hours before Ills 
death. Friends who but a day be­ 
fore were greeted with his kindly 
smile and friendly hand clasp were 
shocked aud grieved inexpressibly. 
W illiam Henry Willson was born 
May 29, 1822, in Bellevcrnou, Pa. 
He was a graduate of Hanover Col­ 
lege, West Hanover, Intl. 
At the 
age of 18 he united with the Presby­ 
terian church, of which he was an 
elder forty years. In 1842 he went 
to Mississippi, and in 1849 came to 
Texas. 
He was engaged in the prac­ 
tice of medicine until the civil war 
broke out, when he joined the Con­ 
federate arm y, serving with the hos­ 
pital corps. 
In 1864 he was married 
to Miss Margaret Jane Priest, who 
died in 1860. Two children of this 
marriage are living Mrs

and J. M. Willson of Alexandria.
